votes.

TindalTs figures, six presidents 
have 
been elected to oiilce by a smaller ma- 
jority of electoral votes than a r e cast 
by woman suffrage states. 


Besides 
the 
thirty-seven 
votes 
al- 
ready controlled by the woman 
suf- 
frage states, three states will vote on 
the question previous to the preaiden 
lial election. 


The legislatures of K a n s a s and Wis. 
consiij 
have passed acts

the question to a vote of the people, 
and in Oregon the necessary petition 
has been filed for a vote on the ques- 
tion. 


If these states should vote in favor 
of woman suffrage, twonty-Reyen vot(>a 
wjJJ be added In the electoral college, 
as follows: Kansas, 10; Wisconsin, 12, 
and Oregon, 5, u total of 64 votes in 
tfct college of 533 electors.
